•The four reservations approved 
related to article ten, the Monroe 
doctrine, withdrawal, ana domestic 
questions. 
Reservation Slightly Cli.inffod. 
The reservation adopted relating 
to article ten was identical except for 
the transposition of one phrase with 
the one which President Wilson an» 
nounced on his western trip that ho 
would be-obliged to "regard as a.'re- 
jection of the treaty." 
It was the first time that Senator 
McCumbcr, republican, North Dako- 
ta, had stood with the other repub- 
licans «f the committee for reserva- 
tions. 
Republican leaders declared 
the program 
of which the 
four 
reservations were a part had been 
agreed to by all the 49 republican 
senators and six democrats. A num- 
ber of iother reservations remaining 
on this program w)ll bo taken up nt 
another, meeting- of the committee 
late today. 
The six democrats who opposed 
the reservations -offered substitute 
of an interpretative character, but 
they were rejected, 


A"o VtuuiUiorixed Mandatory. 
Attached to the article ten reser- 
vation adopted was a specific decla- 
ration that the .United States would 
accept no mandatory without auth- 
orization by congress. loiter, It-was 
agreed to make this a separate res- 
ervation. 
' In all the committee took about 
50 roll calls during: its session of two 
hours and a half. The only case in 
which Senator McCumber did not 
vote with the other republicans was 
on the preamble requirement for ac- 
ceptance of the reservations by t)io 
other powers.

The preamble and the reserva- 
tions as approved by the committee 
follows: 
Preamble. 
The committee also reports the fol- 
lowing reservations and understand- 
ings to be made a part.and a-condi- 
tion of the resolution of ratification, 
which ratification Is not to take ef- 
fect or bind the United States until 
the following reservations and un- 
derstandings have been accepted as a 
part and a condition of said Instru- 
ment of ratification by at least three 
of the four principal allied and as- 
sociated powers, to wit: Great Brit- 
ain, Franco, Italy and Japan. 
1—The United States understands • 
and construes article one that In case 
of notice of withdrawal, the United 
States shall be the sole Judge as to 
whether all Its International obliga- 
tions and all Its obligations under 
the said covenant have been ful- 
filled and notice of withdrawal by 
the United States may be given by a 
concurrent resolution of the congress 
of the United States.

How to U»c Xouv Belt Axo 


By ADELJA BELLE BEARD 


A good belt axe, or tomahawk, will 


do most of the work of the ordinary 
heavy axe and does not 
require as 


much strength to handle. You can 
cut 
down fairly 
good sized 
.trees, 


chop logs -whittle out and drive down 
tent pegs, lop off branches, split fire 
wood with it. 
TRY CHOPPING "GOGS before you 


attempt to fell a tree. Clear away all 
vines and underbrush -within roach of 
your moving axe: it may catch on 
them and cause a serious accident: 
then stand over the log and, swing- 
ing your avo from right to loft, make 
a long- cut on the side away from you 
—not on the top—diagonally across 
tho grain of the -wood.- 
(Fig, 1) If 
this does not reach far enough, try 
again, then chop on the base of the 
chip to cut it entirely off. 
Do not liurry. Take deliberate aim 
and strike a sure, unwavering- blow. 
Don't try for too deep cuts; that will 
wedgo your axe 
and means 
hard 


work. Make tho notch, or 
"kerf," 
wide like Fig. 2 and when it reaches 
half way. through, go around the log 
and chop 
the other 
side until -the 


second kerf is cut through to the first 
and the two sections fall apart. 


TO TTELL A TREE PROPERLY - 


your first should be a slender one— 
chop a "kerf" on the side you wish 
th(J tree to fall (A. Ftg. 30 and an- 
other on tho 
opposite 
side a little 
higher up (B. Fig. 3), leaving' a'thin 


I wall 
between. 
"When warned by a 


slight 
movement at the top of the 


tree and tho sound of cracking wood, 
step- quickly to 
one side, .never in 


front or behind. Otherwise -the tree 
will fail on you, or, the trunk shoot- 
ing backward you may bo felled a's 
well as the tree. Stand at one sido 
and, unharmed, watch It fall. It is un- 
sportsmanlike as well as uncomfort- 
able to get hur.t in the woods.
